Board voted to adopt the "Attendance Policy" drafted by the Town 
Government Study Committee. 
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7:45 p.m. to 7:55 p.m. Public Hearing was held on the application 
for a Package Goods Store/Wine & Malt Beverages Licnese by Marie 
C. Chicoine ada/b/a Marie's Variety, 90 Southville Road. This 
license was formerly held by Stephen Small d/b/a Southville Market 
who did not renew his license for 1991 and closed as of 12/31/90. 
Certified Mail Return Receipts were in order proving that abutters 
had been duly notified. Mrs. Chicoine is the owner and stated 
that she will be running the same kind of business as Mr. Small 
but will not be open as many hours. It was noted that a legal had 
been placed in the Middlesex News on January 12, 1991. Since all 
documents were in order, it was VOTED by Chairman Baker and 
Selectman Falconi to grant, subject to Alcoholic Beverages Control 
Commission approval, a Package Goods Store license for the sale of 
wine and malt beverages to Marie C. Chicoine dba Marie's Variety 
located at 90 Southville Road. 


7:59 p.m. A "Show Cause" Hearing was scheduled. Charles Wood, 
Attorney for Kenneth E. DePaul dba Heritage House, 106 Southville 
Road, submitted to the Board a letter signed by Mr. DePaul 
enclosing the 1991 license which was issued to Mr. DePaul. This 
was renewed but not paid for and Mr. DePaul does not want the 
license. Under Chapter 138, Section 77, since the license was not 
paid for and the licensee returned the license, the Licensing 
Authority (Selectmen) VOTED to revoke the license held by Kenneth 
E. DePaul dba Heritage House at 106 Southville Road. 


8:00 p.m. to 8:15 p.m. A public hearing was held on the 
application for a Restaurant/All Alcoholic Beverages License by 
Ipanema Restaurant and Lounge, Inc., Frank X. Kavanagh, Manager, 
106 Southville Road. Mr. Kavanagh and his attorney Michael 
Norris, Eq. were present. Attorney Norris submitted an affidavit 
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that the abutters were duly notified of this hearing. It was 
noted that a legal ad had appeared in the Middlesex News of 
January 12, 1991. Mr. Norris stated that this will be a Brazilian 
style restaurant with 30 employees. The hours will be from 11:00 
a.m. to 1 a.m. seven days a week. The restaurant has opened 
without the liquor license. Some people don't stay due to that 
fact. Since all documents were in order, the Selectmen VOTED to 
grant, subject to approval by Alcoholic Beverages Control 
Commission, a Restaurant License, for the sale of All Alcoholic 
Beverages to Ipanema Restaurant and Lounge, Inc., Frank X. 
Kavanagh, Manager, 106 Southville Road. 
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Disposal of abandoned automobiles. Chapter 213 Acts of 1989. Ms. 


Conlin reported that she has discussed this matter with the Police 
Chief and Treasurer/Collector. They want to meet with Mr. Aspesi 
of Ted's Garage to discuss this. It is felt that the town might 
be the one that would be held responible for these monies if they 
are not collected. It is scheduled to put the acceptance of this 
Chapter in the ATM '91 Warrant. 


Police Officer Vacancy. January 22 letter from Police Chief 
William Colleary was read. Officer James Finneran has been called 
for active duty as a U. S&S. Marine and will be leaving 
Southborough on Sunday, January 27. Chief Colleary recommended 
the immediate appointment of Reserve Officer William C. Harpster, 
25 Oregon Road, Southborough, at a starting rate of $559.22 (Step 
4 PS Pay Grade 7). Selectmen asked Ms. Conlin to report back to 
them on the following information needed on some unresolved 
issues: (1) Selectmen want a copy of Mr. Finneran's letter if he 
submitted one. (2) Accounting from the Chief on what Mr. Finneran 
is owed in terms of money and benefits (include supporting 
documentation) such as vacation, etc. and how Mr. Finneran would 
like that disbursed. Need a clear date when he will be paid. (3) 
Since the Reserve Officers are under the S.A.P., ask the Personnel 
Board to make a recommendation in terms of salary to see if there 
is a basis for this appointment under the contract or S.A.P. Chief 
Baker suggested a temporary employment agreement with William 
Harpster if that is the Chief's recommendation. Town Counsel is 
to be contacted re advisability of intering into a temporary 
employment contract rather than employing him under the terms of 
the contract or the S.A.P. A Special Selectmen's meeting will be 
held before next Tuesday to act on this matter. 


Budgets Under the Jurisdiction of Selectmen. Chairman Baker asked 


the following department heads to meet with the Selectmen to 
review their budgets: Accounting, Central Services, Legal, 
Treasurer/Collector, Fire Dept., Police Dept., Highway Dept. and 
Street Lights. Perhaps a joint letter could be formulated with 
the Advisory Committee, strongly worded re 3% budget cutting, and 
send it to the other elected officials encouraging their 
cooperation.

VACATION PAY IN LIEU OF VACATION

ONE-DAY SPECIAL LICENSE 


Board noted letter of application from Southboro Coon Club for a 
l-day Special License for a dinner dance to be held at the Fay 
School Reinke Building, Middle Road, from 7:00 p.m. to midnight on 
Saturday, March 9, 1991.

The Management 
team stated that the proposal reflected the dire financial 
situation and an attempt to be equitable on the benefits offered 
to all five unions. As result, some unions would gain benefits 
and some would lose benefits in order to offer the same to all.

Proponant and developer John A. Bartolini was 
not present. Highway Superintendent John Boland was present as well 
as several Sarsen Stone Way property owners. Mr. Boland stated that 
he had no problem with the Street Layout Order. The road is 
constructed well but there is work needed in the ponding area.

The abutters are 
concerned that the "temporary" easement between Sarson Stone Way and 
Deerfoot is being used as a short cut for a great deal of Mr. 
Bartolini's construction equipment. Therefore, Sarson Stone Way is 
always covered with mud and rocks from the consant use of the 
easement. The street needs sweeping. Mr. Bartolini promised the 
property owners that as soon as the houses were completed, he would 
close this easement. To date is still being constantly traveled. 
Police have chased cars up this "path" and beer bottles have been 
found in the area. The property owners asked the town to look at this 
from a legal point of view. Highway Supt. Boland stated that the 
easement was for the purpose of a water line to Deerfoot Road - not 
for highway purposes.

Article X Section 3 (B.) 


B. Ambulance Coverage. If an employee has 
completed his/her last duty assignment or tour of duty and 
returns to Fire Headquarters or to any other place during an 
ambulance call, within twenty (20) minutes of the alarm, and so 
returns on a scheduled day off or during his/her vacation, he/she 
shall be paid at the hourly overtime rate for all such time and 
shall be guaranteed a minimum of two (2) hours of overtime pay 
thereof. Such an employee shall be released when the situation 
has been returned to normal. No additional compensation will be 
paid for call-backs occurring within the time period covered by 
the first call until subsequent calls extend beyond the two (2) 
hours covered by the original call. Any recall during the 
coverage period shall be paid in accordance with the provisions 
of ARTICLE X, Section 3, A. Recall. 


1% Article IV (b) The Union objects to the changes’ and 
Management wishes to strengthen Management rights by inserting 
the proposed words. 


2. Article V Section 1. The Union objects to the insertion of 
the words "and no past practice". They feel that there are many 
procedures that are in place due to past practices and are not 
written anywhere. They are comfortable with this. Management is 
advocating that this will make the department operate more 
professionally and put more policies and procedures in writing as 
well as making a clean slate of all past practices so that 
Management would have to negotiate with the Union. This is as 
much a benefit to the Union as to Management. 


3. Article IX - It was agreed that the [delete] be replaced with 
the wording in the present contract, "or which are provided for 
by any Statute, Charter Provision, By-Law, Rule, Regulation or 
Policy, which is not in conflict with this agreement,". 
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4. Article X Section 3 A. Recall - The Union feels that there 
should be an incentive for full time firemen to respond to a 
outside alarm which is when you require more than the two men on 
duty to handle an emergency such as a vehicle entrapment or a 
house fire. In 1988 the Fire Dept. had 45 such alarms, 1989, 41; 
1990, 23. The cost for the box alarms is $2,000. On average .9 
men show up for Ambulance Alarms with a 2 hour call back. No 
agreement was reached on this issue.

7:45 p.m. to 8:42 p.m. A Hearing was held under Chapter 39, 
Section 23, with the holder of a Restaurant/All Alcoholic 


Beverages License Ipanema Restaurant and Lounge, Inc., Frank X. 
Kavanagh, Manger, located at 106 Southville Road. Purpose of 
hearing was due to letters of complaints received from various 
abutters and reports from the Police Department about excessive 
noise plus assult and battery on a police officer on May 5. Sworn 
to tell the truth were: Frank X. Kavanagh, Michael Norris (his 
attorney), Police Chief William J. Colleary and abutter John 
Kendall (5 Cottage Street). Notice of hearing was read. Letter 
from abutter Michelle Watkins (4 North Street) was read. 


Chief Colleary testified first. He stated that 170 people are 
legally allowed but officers estimated over 500 people were inside 
on Feb. 9. Chief spoke to Mr. Kavanagh on three different 
occasions about problems experienced with this restaurant: cars 
parking along all streets in a quarter mile vicinity, some 
preventing emergency vehicles passage, excessive drinking, 
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excessive noise in parking lot; and most recent, an Assault and 
Battery charge relating to a fight occurring on the property 
between patrons. Mr. Kavavagh was advised to hire his own 
security personnel. 


Attorney Norris stated he has had meetings with the band to keep 
the noise level down and to play slower music the last half hour. 
The number of people allowed inside the restaurant has now been 
kept to 170 people. No one is allowed to wait outside. There are 
two bouncers on the premises to check ages and to monitor the 
people drinking to find out who is getting out of control and 
trying to keep alcoholic consumption down. Attorney Norris 
suggested that No Parking signs could be erected on North Street. 
Mr. Kavanagh is aware of all the problems and has done what he can 
to resolve the problems. 


Mr. Kavanagh stated they have entertainment on Saturdays and 
Sundays and have music on Sunday afternoons for families to enjoy. 
He has announced to his patrons not to park on North Street. 
Fitzgerald's Store has given permission for his lot to be used for 
extra parking for Ipanema Restaurant. 


Selectman McAuliffe noted that the Sunday Entertainment License 
goes to 1 a.m. and suggested that the restaurant reduce that 
entertainment to 11 p.m.. He believes that would alleviate the 
problem. 


Mr. Kavanagh answered that yes it would help but would curtail 
business. Some people come in after 10 or 11 p.m. 


Selectman McAuliffe stated that the town has an obligation to the 
residents in the area but don't want to hurt Mr. Kavanagh 
financially. He still would like Mr. Kavanagh to volunteer to 
stop the entertainment at 11 p.m. to see if it would make a 
difference. 


Mr. Kendall (abutter) stated that patrons opening the backdoor 
emits all the noise. 


Michell Watkins (4 North Street) said that she bought her house in 
1990 and finds the sign offensive. [Selectman Falconi stated that 
the sign complies with the town code.] She said she had problems 
with the noise level, people screeming, shouting, bad driving, bad 
parking, and bat littering. Her whole household is in an uproar 
re 1 a.m. and feels that that type of business does not belong 
here. 


Dawn Martel (2 Adams Circle - Liberty Estates) stated she felt 
this is the type of business which belongs to Route 9 and as it is 
not a family establishment. 
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Selectman McAuliffe made a MOTION to request Mr. Kavanagh to stop 
his entertainment on Saturdays and Sundays at 11 p.m. and to 
understand that if he continues to have a problem at his 
restaurant, the Board will be forced to take serious action. 


Davis seconded the Motion but amended it to include Fridays. 


Mr. Norris and Mr. Kavanagh both feel they would like to try to 
resolve the problem by voluntarily stopping the entertainment at 
11 p.m. but don't want any formal restrictions from the Board. Mr. 
Kavanagh would prefer the midnight time instead of 11 p.m. as it 
really cuts out people who come after work. 


Chairman Falconi asked if they would like their Sunday License 
revoked. 


Attorney Norris suggested that if they voluntarily agree to the 11 
p.m. time can this hearing be continued for a month to see how it 
is working.

Last Saturday, Selectman 
Cowles stated that he and Mrs. Watkins parked across the street 
from Fitzgerald's Store and observed the restaurant from 12:15 
a.m. to 1:15 a.m. The band could be heard through the windows 
(base drum and bass violin). Music continued until 1 a.m. 
Selectman Cowles said that there is a tremendous amount of traffic 
along Southville Road and Cordaville Road. They contribute to the 
car noise. Customers seemed mostly to turn at the traffic lights 
and head toward Southborough and Woodland Road. People leaving 
were happy and some sat on the wall talking before they went to 
their cars. One person floored his car when leaving. Noise tends 
to be loud at that time of night and some cars had loud mufflers. 
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On a hot summer day you would know activity was there. There were 
more police cruisers patrolling on Saturday night.
